All cooking fats 
are in very short supply and 
the two-ounce weekly bacon al- 
lowance, consists of very poor 
quality imports.’ Tinned luxury 
foods are rare in the shops and

dict.” 

Captain Vaughan said that 
there are quite a large amount 
of off-the-ration luxury’ goods 
on the market in the form of 
leather work ‘and cosmetics but 
prices are soaring beyond: a 
hundred per cent increase.
